REPORT ON TRANSPORT IN ALTONA | 


Following the recent petition of Altona ‘yesidents to the Mink 
ter of Transport, presented by Mr. G. R. Crick, M.LL.A,, the Co- 
Ordinator of Transport, Mr. A. G. Brown, forwarded the follow- 
ing memorandum to the Minister cf Transport:

“Because of the single line 
limitations’ between Altona and 
Newport the provision of an ad- 
ditional train at present would 
necessitate the overnight parking

“Tf this is ‘unacceptable to the 
Department, an alternative would 
appear” to be a complete re- 
schedule of the Altona-Newport 
service jin the morning peak in 
dn endeavour to schedule one 
extra train between. 8.00 and 9.00 
am, This may be possible by 2 
tighter running and changeover 
schedule. It would perhaps neces- 
sitate a longer waiting time for 
passengers at Newport but’ this 
would be acceptable if it meant 
an extra train to the City. 

“The only other alternative 
would be ithe piovision of a cross- 
ing loop to-enable a more fre- 
quent service, 


This could be achieved as pert, 
of the Department's overall plz 
for the Geelong line. At present 
the Altona line runs paraile! jto 
the Geelong line until just before 
it. reaches Paisley where it turns 
south to Altona. I understand it 
is the Department's intention to 
utilise these parallel linés as por- 
tion of the Geelong duplication. 

If this section of the work could 
be accelerated to provide a double 
track into Newport from. this

“The Shire asked for (a) im- 


provement in the shuttle service 


between Newport and Altona; 
(b) more through - strains; (¢) 
more frequerit trains;: (d) im- 
provement in track; (e) extension 
of line beyond Altona; (f) im~ 
proved facilities - 
Station. 
“The Cotineil in, 1. support of its 


application stated that there were 
75 trains to Williamsown and 


only 29 to Altona each day and 
submitted that this was out of 


proportion and could be adjusted 
‘by . routing some Williamstown- 


trains to Altona and running the 
shuttle service to Williamstown 
if necessary.’ 

“A check of the timetable, how- 
ever, reveals that ‘75 trains to 
Williamstown’ is incorrect. In 
fact there are 67 trains to W’town 


* each week day. 


“Furthermore, this 67, as com- 
pared with Altona’s'29, is almost 
justified by the traffic figures 
which are:

vides seven trains arriving in 
Melbournes in the same period. 

“Trains from Me¥bourne to Al- 
tona in the evening peak appear 
to be at spitable times viz: °4.40, 
5.12, 545 and 614 pm. If it 
were possible to:run the 5.12 and 
545 p.m. as through trains it 
would meet with approval of Al- 
tona. residents, ‘but’ this may 
mean taking :these trains from 
the Williamstown line where the 
traffic is double that of ‘the Al- 
tona line. 


“The other matters mentioned 
by the Shire in regard to rail 
service include ‘improved ‘facilities 
at Newport, Station’ and this re- 
fers to lack of waiting facilities. 
The station buildings on both 
platforms are of brick construc- 
tion, and‘ wide verandahs, ap 
proximately 100 ft. long, extend 
to the edge of each platform. 
There are waiting rooms and 
toilet facilities on both platforms. 

“On a recent rainy morning I 
found that the wind was blowing 
the rain up to and into the wait- 
ing room on the ‘down’ platform, 
or east side. On this day, how- 
ever, the wind was so strong that 
it blew rain over almost all ithe 
covered portion of the platform. 

“When a two carriage train is 
pulling up opposite the verandah 


it presents n6é problem, but for] 


longer trains (and there are com- 
paritively few of them) a longer 
verandah would be an advantage 
in wet conditions. 


“However, many suburban rail- 
way stations do not have the 
amount of cover which is avail- 
able at Newport, and the expense 
involved in providing additional 
cover which would be used only 
in peak periods in rainy weather 








may not be. justified. 
“One aspect of. the operation 








of this shuttle train: could be im- 
proved. The train’ in off peak 
consists of two carriages—a Tait, 
and a’ swing-door type. ‘ This 
swing-door carriage (32M) was 
jeaking in almost every compart~ 
ment and this has been brought 
to the attention of the Depart- 
ment’s Chief Mechanical Engineer 
Replacement with a Tait car is 
suggested. t 

“The other matter is a reflec- 
‘tion on the passengers, but could 
be overcome. When the passen- 
gers alight at Newport they fre- 
quently leave the doors’ of the 
compartments open. On the 
swing-door carriage these would 
be shut by the station staff or 
the guard, but. apparently the 
doors of the Tait carriage are 
left. opeen with the result that 
when the train shunts into the 
yard to cross over for the return 
to Altona, the rain beats into 
the open, doorways. Every com- 
partment in ‘this carriage and 
almost every seat was very wet 
when inspected. Intending pas- 
sengers were’ walking along the 
train’ searching for a dry Seat 
both at Newport and Altona. 

“Perhaps a reminder to the 
station staff. that in wet weather 
they should ensure that all the 
doors are closed would overcome 
difficulty. 

“The track between’ Newport 
and Altona is very rough and 
needs attention. I consider the 
complaint in this regard fully 
justified. 

“The Shire has requested that 
the question of extension of the 
line beyond Altona should be the 
subject of an investigation by the 
Parliamentary Public Works 
Committee and I therefore re- 
frain from, making any recom- 
mendation on this question. 


| aurona NORTH-ALTONA 
EAST AREAS 


The Council mentioned this 
area north of the Geelong rail- 
way line stating that trains stop 
a few times a day at Paisley 
railway station. 

Paisley (and Galvin) have eight 
trains per day, 6.33 am, 7.14 am, 
738 am, 9.35 am, 11015 am, 5.28 
pm and 7.25 pm, to the City - 
a half hour trip. In the reverse 
direction 11 trains stoy at Pais- 
ley, the last avin, the City at 
11.30 pm. 

Considered on modern stand- 
ards this is not a good service 
for the metropolitan area but it 
is suitable for the traffic offer- 
ing. 

In 1956/57 Paisley had 3,38) 
passenger journeys but in 1960/ 
61 this had dropped to 2,303 
journeys. In the same period the 
traffic from Galvin dropped from 
9.748 to 3,484, perhaps a sign of 
the motor car age, although 
building operations at Galvin in 
1956 probably accounted for the 
high number of journeys by the 
workmen involved. 





It is noted however that dur- 
ing that period a-very good bus 
service has been built up by the 
late C. Lucas (now operated by 
his Estate as West Newport Bus 
Service) throughout this area. 

‘The Newport West bus service 
provides two services from New- 
port railway station into the 
area in question, one along 
Blackshaws’ Road to Millers Road 
which commences at 6.20 am and 
provides a half hourly service 
until 4.30 pm, ten every fifteen 
minutes until 630 pm, and 
thence every hour until mid- 
night. 

The second service runs along 
Mason Street to Broadway and 
provides a ten minute _ service 
throughout the day. In addition 
special school buses provide two 
trics from Newport Station to 
Altona North High School and 
also to the Technical School at 
North Altona. 

The manager of thi 
informed me that they 
willing to extend thei 
further west, info 2 
area. if the roads in 
were surfaéed.

not surfaced, and the bus service 
is. unwilling to risk its buses on 
these unsurfaced roads. 

There is also a bus service 
along Geelong Road to Footscray. 

In view of the falling rail 
patronage it is unreasonable to- 
expect the Railway Department’ 
to provide any better service 
from Paisley. It appears to be 
bus area. 

BUS SERVICES: : 

The Council’s complaint is that 
the bus services are meagre and 
practically non-existent. at off 
peak periods and week ends. This 
of course, does not apply to the 
Altona North and ‘Altona East 
areas which are well serves by 
buses. 


On the other hand the, two 
services which operate: between 
between Altona and Footscray 
and Altona and Williamstown 
(routes 14UA and 100A) both of 
which are operated by Mr J.-H. 
Joiner, provide some service be- 
tween those points but cannot 
be compared to the Altona North 
services, despite the-receipt-of a 
subsidy from Vacuum Oil Co. 

It is understood that the oil 
company has notified the bus 
operators that it proposes to 
withdraw the subsidy as from. 30 
June, 1962. : 5 


The Altona - Pootscray service 
operates approximately hourly 
until 5 pm. and then ceases. 
There is a bus from the Vacuum 
Oil Refinery to Footscray at 5.25 
pm., but this is of no use to 
Altona residents. There are only 
two trips én Saturday afternoons 
and only three trips on Sundays. 

The other service (route 100A) 
Altona - Williamstown, is the 
subject of an application to the 
Transport Regulations Board in 
respect of a request that the 
operator be permitted to delete 
service after 7.00 p.m. Decision 
of the Board is awaited in respect 
of thih application. 


There are three trips from 
Altona to Williamstown after 6.00 
p.m. viz: 7.00, 8.55 and 10.35 p.m., 
plus one from the Refinery at 
1105 p.m. A survey taken re- 
cently revealed ticket sales over 
the route as follows: 7.00 .p.m.— 
average 15.5; 8.55 p.m.—average 
5.5; 10.35 pum—average .7.57 On 
some trips no “passengers were 
carried. , 


The operator has apparently 
been able to continue in business 
by reason of the subsidy, plug 
school trips and charter work. 

The Melbourne and Metropolis 
tan Tramways Board has made 
a survey of the area and its 
potentials. The Board is not in- 
terested in the provision of a bus 
service. 


The only way I can suggest 
to improve bus services in the 
area. is to combine the Newport 
Alona group? with the W’town 
and Footscray services with the 
neecessary rearrangement of the 
routes and times. Even then in 
order to serve Altona a bus route 
would have to ‘traverse .many 
miles where there’are no houses 
or factories, The present popula- 
tion of the Altona Shire is scat- 
tered over a very wide area, with 
areas of swamp and vacant land 
in between. 

I understand that Mr.. ‘Joiner 
is prepared to sell his franchise 
but the price is prohibitive. and 
no sale is likely to eventuate. 





Jn ‘the circumstances, I cannot 


i foresee any-improvement in the 


bus service in question until the 
patronage iricreases and the 
Council considers that patronage 
will increase when the frequency 
of service improves. 

However, in this respect Altona 
is simply following the pattern 
already set in other suburbs. The 
advent of TV has re-arranged ‘ 
the visiting habits of the popula- 
tion. They no longer have any 
desire to travel at night in search 
of entertainment and unless the 
Shire is prepared to subsidise a 
bus hervice I believe that night 
traffic ‘will continue to diminish 
and force deletion of these ser- 








vices. 

The Council also seeks the 
provision of bus shelters and I 
have arranged for the TRB, to 
look into this matter. : 


- TAXI SERVICES . 


In addition to metropolitan 
taxi cabs which operate into and 
out. of Altona, there are three 
local services within the zone ser- 
ving Altona. These services pro- 
vide 100 cars and are situated as 
follows: 

“(1)Moderne Taxis Ltd., Foots- 
cray—49 cars; (2) Footscray Del- 
phic Taxis, Footscray—49 cars; 
(3) P. HL Wheildon, 120 Blyth 
Street, Altona—2 cars. 

The Footscray based cars are 
all radio controlled and may be 
hired by telephone with a mini- 
mum of delay. Although the two 
main depots are located in Foots- 
cray, cars are constantly moving 
into ‘and out of the Altona area. 
They may be hired by telephone, - 
hailed in the street, or from taxi 
stands in’ the area. 

The local operator, P, H. Wheil- 
‘don, is authorised to stand for 
hire at the Altona Station and 
also ply for hire within a mile 
of the station. 


Two additional taxi stands have 
also been set up in the northern 
portion of the Shire. In view 
of the fact that 100 zone cars 
are available on call, plus the 
norma! movement of metropoli- 
tan area taxis iinto the area, it 
is considered that the Shire is 
reasonably well served with taxis. 

Summarised, the complaints of 
the Council and my recommenda- 
tions are: 

Altona Rail Service The Rail- 
way Commissioners should make 
provision for a crossing foop on 
the Newport-Altona line in order 
to improve service. 

Rail Track—in need of im- 
provement. 

Facilities at Newport—they ap- 
pear to be satisfactory. _ 

Extension of Line Parliamen- 
tary Public Works Committee to 
investigate. 

Altona, North—irain and bus 
services satisfactory having re- 
gard to population. 

Avtona. Bus Services—I am un- 
able to see how they can be im- 
preved as at present routed. I 
do not think they are good but 
this is, due to lack of traffic. The 
solution lies with the TRB which 
should*endeavour to amaigamate 
the existing Newport-Altona Nth. 
services, the WiPiamstown ser- 
vices’ and the Altona Williams- 
town North and Altona-Footscray 
services, with ‘consequential re- 
routing. At present these services 
‘are operated by three companies 
and the one serving Altona ap- 
parently has the poorest route. 

Taxi Services—these appear to 
be satisfactory. 
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More Complaints} Work Commences On New Municipal Buildings 


About Petrochem. 


Despite assurances and prom. 
ises, complaints are still being re- 
ceived by the Councif regarding 
nuisances emanating from the 
Petrochemical complex. 

Raising the matter at Tues- 
day’s Council meeting, Cr. W. 
Lee said that according to the 
Health Inspector’s report only 2 
complaints had _ been received | | 
back from the residents living in 
the area most affected, as a re~- 
sult of survey sheets being dis- 
tributed. He understood that 
these sheets were to be collected |, 
monthly yet he had been in- 
formed by residents that sheets 
distributed two months ago had 
not been called for.- Several resi- 
dents in the public gallery con. 
firmed this, particularly some 
from Galvin Street. Cr. Lee felt 
that the Health Inspector should 
be asked to give a report on this. 





® Referring to the nuisances, Cr 
Lee said things were gradually 
slipping back to the position be. 
fore the first protests were made. 
(The reasons for the nuisance of 
noise, smoke and smell were, ac. 
cording to the management of 
APC, that the plant was in the 
process of starting up and these 
problems were inevitable but 
would be eliminated when the 
plant was running smoothly).

YEARS 


Prepared by Pauline Holden, 
Home Economist 


In these days when food plenti- 
ful we -tend to forget ail the 
struggles and heartbreaks of our 
earliest pioneers. We take for 
granted the abundance of fruit and 
vegetables, butter, meat, milk and 
wheat and bemoan the fact when 
we are unable to obtain our 
favourite brand of breakfast food. 

With our early settlers things 
were much different. They clung 
as closely as they could to the 
dietary pattern to which they had 
been accustomed in their home- 
land, but against great odds. From 
the time Phillip arrived at Botany 
Bay in 1788 he had to work un- 
ceasingly to find enough food to 
keep his people alive. At the end 
of his five years of office the staple 
foods were flour, rice, dried meat, 
peas and sometimes butter or other 
fat. The quantity received was 
dependant upon the amount 
brought from England or pur- 
chased from “The Cape” or Ba- 
tavia. If supply, ships were lost 
or delayed or brought insufficient 
food for their cargoes of convicts 
and settlers then there was less for 
all, 


The’ land yielded these settlers 
little in return for great labour, 
and it was not unusual to hear 
the cry of “insufficient water” for 
crops and stock. Extensive searches 
in the bush for native foods yield- 
ed very little in the way of edible 
plants and shrubs, and those dis- 
covered were of such small! quanti- 

‘| ties as to offer no hope of supple- 
menting the ration. 

The most hopeful development 
of 1788 was the finding of better 
farming land‘ at Rose Hill (now 
Parramatta), and by December, 
1789, the harvest from the sur- 
rounding area had amounted to 
200 bushels of wheat, 60 bushels 
of barley and small quantities of 
flax, oats and Indian corn. In 
comparison -with present-day stan- 
dards, when the yield for 1960-61 
reached as high as 274 million 
bushels of wheat and 68 million 
bushels of barley, it seems a small 
beginning. 

Perhaps the early agricultural 
struggles and failures, and the 

-| drought of 1790-91, are in part 
responsible for the Avustralian’s 
attitude towards the soil, that the 
land is his and will only be what 
he makes it. 


It has been noted that during 
these pioneer days the diet re- 
mained unappetising, probably de- 
ficient in protein and definitely de- 
ficient in Vitamin C. Hence it 
was not surprising that the number 
of hospital cases increased. Scurvy 
continued to appear, and the de- 
bilitated condition of the convicts 
made them less inclined to work 
the fields. 

The story of this early struggle 
stresses the importance of | the 
vicious circle of malnutrition. To 
live one must eat, to eat one must 
work, and if the diet is inadequate 
work is impossible. The attempt 
to settle this country came very 
close to failure, and it stresses the 
vulnerability of a population 
which is dependent almost entirely 
on imported foodstuffs.

ELDERLY PEOPLE MORE 
PRONE TO ROAD 
ACCIDENTS 


“Figures released by the Com- 
monwealth Statistician show an 
alarming increase in the number 
of elderly people killed on our 
roads compared with younger road 
users,” the President of the 
National Safety Council of Aus- 
tfalia, Victorian Division, Mr. 
A. J. Collocott, said today. 

Last year 564 people over 60 
were kifled. on Australian roads: 
334 people aged between 30 and 
46 years also died. . 

“These statistics show that as 
people get older they need to take 
more care,” Mr. Collocott said. 

Most elderly people killed were 
walking at-the time. Only a smail 
proportion of younger victims 
were pedestrians. 

In Victoria last year 168 people 
over 60 were kilied on the roads 
—99 of them pedestrians. There 
were 104 people aged 30 io 40 
killed, and of these only 16 were 
on foot. 

“There is a disturbing discrep- 
ancy in the accident rate between 
pedestrians of the two age groups. 

“tt is important that people 
should realise their reactions be- 
come slower as their age increases 
and that they should make allow- 
ances .for this. 

“Tf these natural factors are 
guarded against, many lives will 
be saved,” Mr. Collocott Said.
